" Whereas the Right Reverend Edward, Bishop of 
Salisbury, hath^ with a view to the regulation of his 
episcopal income according to the provisions of the said 
Act, entered into an agreement with us in the words 
and figures following ; that is to say : 

** * Agreement made this eighth day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, 
between the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
England, of the one part, and the Right Reve- 
rend Edward, Bishop of Salisbury, of the other 
part. 
" * Whereas by an Act, passed in the session of Par- 
liament held in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of 
the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled ** An Act 
** to amend the Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
*^ missioners for England,^ after reciting that Her 
Majesty had issued a Commiseion to certain persons 
therein named, to inquire (amongst other things) whether 
any and what improvement could be made in the exist- 
ing law and practice relating to the incomes of arch- 
bishops and bishops, so as to secure to them respectively 
fixed instead of fluctuating annual incomes, and that it 
was expedi^it, that until the said Commissioners diould 
have made their report, and Parliament should have de- 
termined upon some jpermanent mode of effecting the 
object last aforesaid, temporary arrangements should be 
made for that purpose, it was enacted, that notwith- 
standing the provisions of the therein first-recited Act, 

and 
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and any Order or Orders of Her Majesty in Council 
founded thereon, relating to or providing for the pay- 
ment to or by the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
England of fixed annual sums^ it should be lawful by 
the authority and in the maimer by and in which the 
arrangements for carrying into effect the recommenda- 
tions in the said Act recited might then be made (that 
is to say, by a scheme of the said Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners for England, confirmed and ratified by an 
Order of Her Majesty in Cotmcil), so to regulate from 
lime to time the amounts, times, modes, and conations 
of payments to be made to or by the said Commissioners 
as the case might be, by or to any archbishop or bishop 
who should have succeeded to a see, upon any avoidance 
thereof happening after the first day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, or any other 
archbishop or bishop who might signify his willingness 
to accept such annual income as therein-after mentioned 
in lieu of his presei^t income as to secure to every sudi 
archbishop or bishop the annual income named for the 
archbishop or bishop of his see, in the same or any other 
Act then in force, or in any Order of Her Majesty in 
Council duly m^e and published^ and no more : And 
whereas, under the provisicms of the said Act in the 
said herein*recited Act first recited, tha amount of the 
annual income which would be suitable to die circum- 
utatices of the see of Salisbury has been fixed at five 
thousand pounds : And whereas the siud Edward, Bishop 
of Salisbury, succeeded to his see on an aycndance which 
happened before the said first day of January, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and forty-^ight, and 
hath signified his willingness in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the said herein-'recited Act to accept, as from

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the first day of January one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-one, the said anniial income or yearly sum of five 
thousand pounds, and no more, in lieu of the present 
and future income arising from his said see, or any other 
ecclesiastical profits or emoluments of any kind or de- 
scription whatsoever, received or enjoyed by him, and 
to enter into an agreement with the said Commissioners 
for regulating the income to be received by him, as 
frwi the first day of January one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-one, in manner herein-after mentioned : 
Now it is hereby agreed by and between the said Ec- 
clesiastical Commissioners for England, and the said 
Edward, Bishop of Salisbury, as follows; that is to 
say: 

" ^l. That the sdd bishop shall forthwith deliver to 
the said Commissioners, in such form as they shall 
direct, a correct account in writing, certified under his 
hand, of all monies actually received by him, whether 
consisting of arrears or otherwise, accrued due since the 
thirty-first day of December one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, in respect of the revenues of his see or of such 
other ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesaid, 
during the half year ending on the thirtieth day of 
June now last past, and also of all monies remaining 
impaid in respect of the said see, or of any such other 
profits or emoluments as aforesaid, on account of such 
arrears as aforesaid, or otherwise at the date of such 
account. And that the said bishop shall henceforth, 
half-yearly, on the twenty-fifth day of March, and the 
twenty-ninth day of September in every year, deliver 
a like account in writing, certified as aforesaid, of all 
monies actually received by him, whether consisting of 
arrears or otherwise, accrued due since the thirty-first 

day 
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day of December one thousand eight hundred and fifty, 
in respect of the revenues of his see^ or of such other 
ecdesiastical profits or emoluments aa aforesaid, during 
the half year ending on the thirty-^first day of December, 
or the thirtieth day of June, as the case may be, then 
last past, and also of all monies remaining unpaid in 
respect of the said see, or of any such other profits or 
emoluments as aforesaid, on account of such arrears as 
aforesaid, or otherwise at the date of such account 
And in such account to be forthwith delivered, and in 
every sudi future half-yearly accoimt, shall be included 
as money actually received by the said bishop, such a 
sum as shall firom time to time be agreed upon between 
him and the said Commissioners, or in case of their dis- 
agreement, then as shall be determined by two indif- 
ferent persons, one to be chosen by the bishop, and the 
other by the said Commissioners, or in case of the dis- 
agreement of such two persons, then by an umpire to 
be chosen by them, as a fair and reasonable occupation 
rent to be charged against the said bishop, for such parts 
of the estates of the said see (other than and except the 
palace belonging to the said see, at Salisbury, with the 
grounds and premises thereunto belonging), as shall 
have been in the possession or occupation of the said 
bishop, or of any person or persons under his authority 
or permission (other than and except under any lease, 
or agreement (or a lease, to be granted or entered into 
after the execution of these presents, with the consent 
of the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners as herein-afler 
mentioned), during the preceding half year, or any part 
thereof, and according to the term of his, her, or their 
having been in such possession or occupation ; and if it 
shall appear by any such account, that after allowing all

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such reasonable and customary payments and deductions 
as shall be allowed by the said Ecclesiastical Commis^ 
doners, or their surreyor, or receiver, the net amount 
actually received has exceeded two thousand five hun* 
dred pounds, being one half of the said amount of the 
annual income so fixed for the said see as aforesaid, the 
surplus shall at the same time be paid by the said 
bishop, and he doth hereby agree to pay such surplus^ 
to the credit of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
England, at the Bank of England ; and that upon the 
account so delivered being examined and approved by 
the Treasurers of the sidd Ecclesiastical Commissionera 
for the time being, their receipt for the amount of such 
surplus shall be given to the said bishop, but if it shall 
appear upon due investigation of any such account, that 
after allowing such payments and deductions as afore>» 
said, the net amount so received is less than one half of 
the said annual income so fixed as aforesaid, for the said 
see, there shall be paid by the said Commissioners, and 
they do hereby agree to pay, to the said bishop, on the 
first day of May, or the first day of November, as the 
case may be, then next following, such a sum of money 
as shall make up the deficiency. 

<< ' 2. Provided always, and it is further agreed by 
the said bishop, that subject to the right of apportion** 
ment (if any), herein-after mentioned, after the delivery 
of such account, all arrears of rent due or other pay-* 
ments in respect of the see, or of any such profits or 
emoluments as aforesaid, which may have remained 
unpaid at the end of the half year to which such account 
shall relate, shall form part of the future revenues of 
the said see, and shall, when received, be included in 
the account for the then current half year, so to be 

delivered 
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deEvered to the raid Commissioners as aforesaid ; a&d 
the s^d bishop shall take and use all lawfdl means 
and remedies for obtaining and compelling payment 
of aU such monies as last mentioned^ within a reason- 
able time» or it shall be lawful for the said Commis- 
moaers, if they shall think fit, to use the name and act 
as the attomies of the said bishop, in demanding, 
obtaining, or compelling payment of such moi)ies, and 
giving good and sufficient discharges for the same, 
and all monies so recovered, after payment of the 
costs of obtaining or compelling payment thereof, and 
of all incidental expenses, shall be carried over to 
the common fund of the said Commissioners. 

** * 3. Provided nevertheless, that with respect to all 
such sums of money as were accruing in respect of 
the said revenues, profits, or emoluments on the first 
day of January <»ie thousand ei^t hundred and fifty- 
one, and have been since, or shall be hereafta:, received 
by the said bishop, he, the said bishop, shall be entitled 
to such apportioned part thereof (if any), as his legal 
personal representative would have been by law en- 
titled to, in case he had died on that day, and the said 
see had thereby become void. 

^ ' 4. Provided also, and it is hereby further mutually 
agreed between the said bidiop and the s^d Conunis- 
sioners, that all mcmies which shall be due to the said 
bishop on account of his said see, or any such other 
ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesidd, at the 
time of his avoidance of the said see, whether by death 
or otherwise, or which in case <^ the avoidance thereof 
by deadi, shall accrue to his l^al personal representa- 
tives, including all arrears accrued due since the first 
day o£ January one thousand eight hundred and fifty-

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one, subject to such right of apportionment (if any) aji 
afor^aaid^ shall be considered as belonging to the said 
Conunissioners, and shall and may be received or re^ 
covered by them, or by the said bishop, or^his represent 
tatives on their. ;behalf> and paid over tolkepi with as 
little delay as practicable ; and upon .such avoidance, 
an account shall forthwith be made and rendered by the 
said bishop, or his representatives, as the case may be^ 
to the said Commissioners, in such form as they shall 
require, of all monies received or to be accounted for 
as monies received by him, or them, since the then last 
half-yearly account, and also of all monies then remain- 
ing unpaid in respect of the said see, or such other 
ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesaid, and if 
it shall appear by such account, that after allowing all 
such reasonable and customary payments and deductions 
as aforesaid, the net amount received, or to be accounted 
for, has exceeded so much of the current half-yearly 
payment of the said annual income, or sum of five 
thousand pounds, as would be in proportion to the 
number of days which shall have intervened between 
the thirty-first day of December, or the thirtieth day of 
June, whichever shall have happened next before such 
avoidance of the said see, and in that event, then the 
said bishop, or his representatives, as the case may be, 
shall pay over such surplus to the credit of the said 
Commissioners, at the Bank of England, or if it shall 
appear upon the examination of such account, that after 
allowing such payments and deductions as aforesaid, 
the net income so received, and to be accounted for, is 
less in amount than so much of the current half«-yearly 
paymait of the sud annual income of five thousand 
pounds as shall be in proportion to such intervening 
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number of days as last m^ntioned^ tken the said Cdm- 
missioners shall pay to the said bishop, or his legal 
personal representatives, such a sum of money as shall 
make up such deficiency. 

^' ' 5. And the said bishop doth further agree tibat^ 
before granting any lease or entering into auy agree-* 
ment for granting a lease, by way of renewal, or in 
any other way disposing of the pbsaessicm^of ai^ pro- 
perty belonging to the said see, or any such ^er 
profits or emdui^ents as aforesaid, er the property 
from whence the same shall arise, for any estate, term, 
or interest whatsoever therein, whether by parole or 
otherwise, and whether for valuable consideration or 
not, he will submit to the said Conunissioners, for their 
approval, a statement in writing of his proposal to 
grant, enter into, or make such lease, i^eement, or 
disposition, and all the considerations ^\£ any) whether 
by way of fine, premium, rent, royalty, or of any other 
nature, kind, or description, to be received, reserved, 
rendered, or taken for the granting thereof, together 
with all other terms of such intended lease, agreement, 
or dispodlion, and an explanation of the principle upon 
which such fine (if any) shall have been calculated, and 
that no such lease shall be granted, agreement entered 
into, or other disposition made, without the consent of 
ihe said Commissioners, by writing under their common 
seal, and if it AsM appear that the amount of any fine 
shall in any case exceed one half of the said annual 
income of five thousand pounds, it shall be lawful for 
the said Conunissioners to direct such fine to be paid to 
them, and the said bishop dotfa hereby agree that the. 
same shall be so paid accordimgly. 

'* ' 6. Pro- 
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** * 6. Provided always, that this agreement, with 
all matters herein contained, is subject to the approval 
and ratification of Her Majesty in Council ; and the 
said Commissioners do hereby agree forthwith to pre* 
pare and lay before Her Majesty in Coimcil a scheme 
recommending and proposing that Her Miyesty should 
approve and ratify the same accordingly, so that the 
same when ratified shall remain in force until Parlia* 
ment shall otherwise direct. 

^^ ' Witness the common seal of the said Commis- 
sioners, and the hand of the said Edward, Bishop 
of Salisbury.

'^ N0W9 therefore, we humbly reconmiend and pro* 
pose that the said agreement be approved and ratified 
by Your Majesty in Council, so that the same shall 
remain in force until Parliament shall otherwise direct. 

<^ And we further recommend and propose that 
nothing herein contuned diall prevent us from re* 
commending and proposing any other measures relating 
to the matters aforesaid, or any of them, in accordance 
with the provisions of the said Act, or of any other Act 
of Parliament" • 

And whereas the said scheme has been approved by 
Her Majesty in Council ; now, therefore. Her Majesty, 
by and with the advice of Her said Council, is pleased 
hereby to ratify the said scheme, and to order and direct 
that the same, and every part thereof, shall be efiectual 
in law immediately from and after the time when this 
Order shall have been duly published in the London

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Gazette, pursuant to the said Act> and shall remain 
in force until Parliament shall otherwise direct ; and 
Her Majesty, bj and with the like advice, is pleased 
hereby to direct^ that this Order be forthwith registered 
by the registrar of the diocese of Salisbury.

" * 2. Provided always, and it is further agreed by 
the said bishop, that, subject to the right of apportion- 
ment (if any), herein-after mentioned, after the delivery 
of such account, all arrears of rent due, or other pay- 
ments in respect of the see, or of any such profits or 
emoluments as aforesaid, which may have remained un- 
paid at the end of the half year to which such account 
shall relate, shall form part of the future revenues of 
the said see, and shall, when received, be included in 
the account for the then current half year so to be 
delivered to the said Commissioners as aforesaid ; and 
the said bishop shall take and use all lawful means and 
remedies for obtaining and compelling payment of all 
such monies as last mentioned, within a reasonable time ; 
or it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, if they 
shall think fit, to use the name and act as the attomies 
of the said bishop, in demanding, obtaining, or com-

Whereas the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Eng- 
land liave, in pursuance of an Act, passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the sixth and seventh years of 
Her Majesty's reign, intituled *' An Act to make better 
** provision for the spiritual care of populous parishes," 
duly prepared and hdd before Her Majesty in Council 
a scheme, bearing date the fifth day of February, in 
the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, in 
the words following ; that is to say :

*^ as they relate to episcopal dioceses, revenues, and 
** patronage," and of another Act, passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the third and fourth years of Her 
Majesty's reign, intituled " An Act to carry into effect, 
'* with certain modifications, the fourth report of the 
*' Commissioners of Ecclesiastical Duties and Eeve- 
** nues," and of another Act, passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the fourth and fifth years of Her 
Majesty's reign, intituled ^^An Act to explain and 
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'' amend two several Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical 
^' Commiflflioners for England^^ duly prepared and laid 
before Her Majesty in Council a scheme, bearing date 
the first day of April, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-two, in the words and figures follow- 
ing ; that is to say : 

^^ We, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, 
in pursuance of an Act, passed in the session of Parlia^ 
ment held in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of 
]£s late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled 
^ An Act for carrying into effect the reports of the 
' Commissioners appointed to consider the state of the 
' established church in England and Wales, with refe- 
^ rence to ecclesiastical duties and revenues, so far as 
^ they relate to episcopal dioceses, revenues, and patron- 
^ age,' and of another Act, passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the third and fourth years of Your 
Majesty's reign, intituled ' An Act to carry into effect, 
' with certain modifications, the fourth report of the 
' Commissioners of Ecdedastical Duties and Revenues,' 
and of another Act, passed in the session of Parliament 
held in the fourth and fifth years of Your Migesty's reign, 
intituled * An Act to explain and amend two several 
' Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
^ England,' have prepared, and now humbly lay before 
Your Majesty in Council, the following scheme for sub- 
stituting a money payment to the Bishop of Ely for 
certain estates belonging to his see : 

^* Whereas it was by the secondly and thirdly-recited 
Acts enacted that, by the authority therein provided 
(that is to say, by a scheme prepared by us and an Order 
of Your Majesty in Council ratifying the same), and for 
the purpose of f uDy carrying into effect any of the pro- 
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yblons of the same Acts, or of the sidd first-redted Act, 
any arrangement might from time to time be made, 
with the consent in writing under the corporate seal of 
any bishop, for the sale, transfer, or exchange of any 
lands, tithes, or other hereditaments belonging to the 
see of such bishop, or for the purchase of other lands, 
tithes, or other hereditaments in lieu thereof, or for 
substituting in any case, any lands, tithes, or other here- 
ditaments for any money payment, or any money pay- 
ment for any lands, tithes, or other hereditaments : 

'^ And whereas the Bight Reverend Thomas, Bishop 
of Ely, is seised, in right of his see, of the lands, tithes, 
and hereditaments particularly described in the schedule 
hereunto annexed, subject nevertheless to the subsisting 
leases thereof ; and the sai4 bishop is now entitled to 
grant renewals of the said leases by the insertion therein 
of additional lives, but the holders of such leases, respec- 
tively, are unwilling to take such renewals, except upon 
payment of inadequate fines : 

*^ And whereas one of the purposes of the said Acts 
is to provide a fund for making better provision for the 
cure of souls, and we are of opinion that it would ulti- 
mately conduce to the improvement of the said fund 
that the said land, tithes, and hereditaments should be 
transferred from the said see of Ely to us, and that a 
money payment to the said Thomas, Bishop of Ely, 
should forthwith be substituted for his interest in the 
same: 

^^ And whereas the said bishop has consented to accept 
a money payment accordingly, and that the same shall 
be the sum of ten thousand six hundred and forty-six 
pounds eight shillings and seven-pence, and thereupon 
to relinquish all further benefit, by renewal of the said 
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leases or otherwise, in respect of the said lands, tithes^ 
and hereditaments : 

" Now, therefore, we humbly recommend and propose, 
with the consent of the said Right Reverend Thomas, 
Bishop of EI7, testified by his having signed this scheme 
and sealed the same with his corporate seal, that &om 
and after the day of the dae publication in the London 
Grazette of an Order of Your Majesty in Council ratify- 
ing this scheme, and without any conveyance or assu- 
rance in the law other than such duly gazetted Order, 
the manors, lands, tithes, and hereditaments particularly 
described and set forth in the schedule hereunto annexed 
(excepting any ecclesiastical right of patronage), and all 
the estate, right, title, and interest therein and thereto 
of the said Thomas, Bishop of Ely, and of his successors, 
bishops of Ely, shall be and become conveyed and trans- 
ferred from the said bishop and his successors, bishops 
of Ely, and shall be absolutely vested in us, subject to 
the said subsisting leases thereof, for the purposes of the 
said Acts : 

^^ And we further recommend and propose, that at the 
same time there shall be paid by us to the said Thomas, 
Bishop of Ely, as a consideration for such transfer, so 
£eu* as it applies to all his estate and interest in the said 
lands, tithes, aud hereditaments as aforesaid, the said sum 
of ten thousand six hundred and forty-six pounds eight 
shillings and seven-pence : 

^^ And we further recommend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent us from recom- 
mending and proposing any other measures relating to 
the matters aforesaid, in conformity with the provisions 
of the said recited Acts, or of any other Act of Parlia- 
ment 
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" Schedule. 

** All that the manor, rectory, and church of Kenning- 
hall m the county of Norfolk, with the appur- 
tenances thereunto belonging, all which are now 
(with certain exceptions) in the tenure or occupa- 
tion of William Jones and William Littleton, their 
heirs, assigns, or under-tenants, by virtue of a lease 
thereof, dated the twenty-eighth day of September 
one thousand eight hundred and four, granted by 
the then Bishop of Ely, for the term of three 
lives. 

*' And also all that tenement, with the appurtenances, 
conunonly called the King's Head Tavern, in Chan- 
cery-lane, London, sometime in the tenure or oc-

PRESENt, 

The Queen's most Excellent Majesty in CounciL 

Whereas the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Eng- 
land have, in pursuance of an Act passed in the session 
of Parliament held in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
years of Her Majesty's reign, intituled ^^ An Act to 
^ amend the Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
*^ missioners for England," duly prepared and laid 
before Her Miyesty in Council a scheme, bearing date 
the rixtii day of May, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-two, in the words and figures fol- 
lowing ; that IB to say : 

** We, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, 
in pursuance of an Act, passed in the session of Parlia- 
ment held in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of 
Your Majesty's reign, intituled ^ An Act to amend the 
' Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
^ England,' have prepared, and now humbly lay before 
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Your Majesty in Council, the following scheme relating 
to the episcopal income of the Bishop of Ely : 

** Whereas the Right Reverend Thomas, Bishop of 
Ely, hath, with a view to the regulation of his episcopal 
income, according to the provisions of the said Act, 
entered into an agreement with us, in the words and 
figures following ; that is to say : 

** * Agreement made this first day of April one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, between 
the Ecclesiastical Conmiissioners for England, 
of the one part, and the Right Reverend Thomas, 
Bishop of Ely, of the other part. 
" * Whereas by an Act, passed in the session of Par- 
liament held in the thirteenth and fourteenth years of 
the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled ** An Act 
*^ to amend the Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Com- 
** missioners for England,^ after reciting that Her 
Majesty had issued a Commission to certain persons 
therein named to inquire, amongst other things, whether 
any and what improvement could be made in the then 
existing law and practice relating to the incomes of 
archbishops and bishops, so as to secure to them re- 
spectively fixed instead of fluctuating annual incomes, 
and that it was expedient that until the said Commis- 
sioners should have made their report and Parliament 
should have determined upon some permanent mode of 
effecting the object last aforesaid, temporary arrange- 
ments should be made for that purpose, it was enacted 
that, notwithstanding the provisions of the therein first" 
recited Act, and any Order or Orders of Her Majesty 
in Council founded thereon relating to or providing for 
the payment to or by the said Ecclesiastical Conunis-' 
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sioners for England of fixed annual sums^ it should be 
lawful^ by the authority and in the manner by and in 
which the arrangements for carrying into effect the re- 
commendations in the said Act recited might then be 
made (that is to say, by a scheme of the said Ecclesias- 
tical Commissicmers for England, confirmed and ratified 
by an Order of Her Majesty in Council), so to regulate 
from time to time the amounts, times, modes, and con- 
ditions of payments to be made to or by the sfdd Com- 
missioners as the case might be, by or to any archbishop 
or bishop who should have succeeded to a see upon 
any avoidance thereof happening after the first day of 
January one thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, 
or any other archbishop or bishop who might signify 
his willingness to accept such annual income as therein- 
after mentioned in lieu of his present income, *as to 
secure to every such archbishop or bishop the annual 
income named for the archbishop or bishop of his see, 
in the same or any other Act then in force, or in any 
Order of Her Majesty in Council duly made and pub- 
lished, and no more : 

« * And whereas by an Order of Her Majesty in 
Coundl, bearing date the twenty-sixth day of April 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-five,, and duly 
pubUshed in the London Grazette, it was provided that, 
in order to preserve as nearly as may be to the Bishop 
of Ely the average annual income of five thousand 
five hundred pounds, there should be paid to the said 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, by the bishop 
for the time being, the fixed annual sum of three thou- 
sand five hundred pounds, by equal half-yearly pay- 
ments in every year : 
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^^ ^ And whereas the said Thomas, Bishop of Ely, 
is subject to the provisions of the said Order in Council, 
and hath signified his willingness, in accordance with 
the provisions of the said herein-recited Act, to accept, 
as from the first day of January now last past, the said 
imnual income or yearly sum of five thonsand five 
hundred pounds, and no more, in lieu of the present 
and future income arising from his said see, or re* 
ceivable by him under the provisions of the said recited 
Order in Council, or of any other ecclesiastical profits 
or emoluments of any kind or description whatsoever, 
received or enjoyed by him, and to enter into an agree- 
ment with the said Conmiissioners for regulating the 
income to be received by him, as fnnn the said first day 
of January now last past, in manner herein-after men- 
tioned : 

" * Now, it is hereby agreed by and between the 
said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England and the 
said Thomas, Bishop of Ely, as follows ; that is to say : 

^* ^ I. That the said bishop shall, on the twenty-ninth 
day of September next, and afterwards half-yearly on 
the twenty-fifth day of March and the twenty-ninth 
day of September in every year, deliver to the said 
Commissioners, in such form as they shall from time to 
time direct, a correct account in writing, certified under 
his hand, of all monies actually received by him, whether 
consisting of arrears or otherwise, accrued due since the 
thirty-first day of Dec^nber one thousand eight hun- 
dred and fifty-one, in respect of the revenues of his said 
see, or of 8u<di other ecclesiastical profits or emoluments 
as aforesaid, during the half year en^g on the thirty- 
first day of December, or the thirtieth day of June, as 
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the case may he, then last past, and also of all monies 
remaining unpaid in respect of the sidd see, or of any 
such other profits or emoluments as aforesud, on account 
of such arrears as aforesaid, or otherwise at the date 
of such account, and in every such account shall be 
included as money actually received by the said bishop, 
such a sum as shall from time to time be agreed 
upon ^between him and the said Commissioners, or, 
in case of their disagreement, then as shall be de- 
termined by two indifferent persons, one to be chosen 
by the said bishop, and the other by the said Commis- 
sioners, or in case of the disagreement of such two 
persons, then by an umpire to be chosen by them, as a 
fair and reasonable occupation rent to be charged against 
the said bishop, for such parts of the estates of the said 
see (other than and except the episcopal houses of resi- 
dence, with the grounds and premises appurtenant 
thereto respectively), of and belonging to the said see, 
situate respectively at Ely, and in Dover-street, London, 
as shall have been in the possession or occupation of 
the said bishop, or of any person or persons under his 
authority or permission (other than and except under 
any lease, or agreement for a lease, to be granted or 
entered into after the execution of these presents, with 
the consent of the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners as 
herein-after mentioned,) during the preceding half year, 
or any part thereof, and according to the term of his, 
her, or their having been in such possession or occupa- 
tion ; and if it shall appear by any such account, that 
after allowing aQ such reasonable and customary pay- 
ments and deductions as shall be allowed by the said 
Ecclesiastical Commisrioners, or their surveyor, or re- 
ceiver, the net amdunt actually received has exceeded 
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two thousand seven hundred and fifty pounds, being 
one half of the said amount of the annual income so 
fixed for the said see as aforesaid, the surplus shall at 
the same time be paid by the said bishop, and he doth 
hereby agree to pay such surplus, to the credit of the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, at the Bank 
of England, and that upon the account so delivered 
being examined and approved by the Treasurers of the 
said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for the time being, 
their receipt for the amount of such surplus shall be 
given to the sud bishop, and shall be a good and valid 
discharge for all payments or contributions accruing due 
during the half year to which the said account shall 
relate, in respect of the said annual sum of three thou- 
sand five hundred pounds, for which the sidd bishop is 
now liable under the said Order in Council ; but if it 
shall appear upon due investigation of any such account, 
that after allowing such payments and deductions as 
aforesaid, the net amount so received is less than one 
half of the said annual income eo fixed as aforesaid for 
the said see, there shall be paid by the said CiHumis- 
sioners, and they do hereby agree to pay to the said 
bishop, on the first day of November, or the first day 
of May, as the case may be, then next following, such 
a sum of money as shall make up the deficiency. 

" * 2, Provided always, and it is further agreed by 
the said bishop, that subject to the right of apportion- 
ment (if any) herein-after mentioned, after the delivery 
of such account, all arrears of rent due or other pay- 
ments in respect of the see, or of any such profits or 
emoluments as aforesaid, which may have remained 
unpaid at the end of the half year to which such account 
ahall relatci shall form part of the future revenues of 
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the said see, and shall, when received, be included in 
the account for the then current half year, so to be 
delivered to the said Commissioners as aforesaid ; and 
the said bishop uhall take and use all lawful means and 
remedies for obtwiing and compelling payment of all 
such monies as last mentioned, within a reasonable 
time, or it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners, 
if they shall think fit, to use the name and act as the 
attornies of the said bishop, in demanding, obtaining, or 
compelling payment of such monies, and giving good 
and sufficient discharges for the same, and all monies so 
recovered, after payment of the costs of obtaining or 
compelling payment thereof, and of all incidental 
. expenses, shall be carried over to the conunon fund 
of the said Commissioners. 

*^ * 3. Provided nevertheless, that with respect to aU 
such sums of money as were accruing in respect of the 
same revenues, profits, or emoluments, on the said first 
day of January now last past, and have been since, or 
shall be hereafter received by the said bishop, he, the 
siud bishop, shall be entitled to such apportioned part 
thereof (if any) as his legal personal representative 
would have been by law entitled to» in case he had died 
on that day, and the said see had thereby become void. 

<* ^ 4. Provided also, and it is hereby further mutu- 
ally agreed between the said bishop and the said Com- 
missioners, that all monies which shall be due to the 
said bishop on account of his said see, or any such other 
ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesaid, at the 
time of his avoidance of the said see, whether by death 
or otherwise, or which, in case of the avoidance thereof 
by death, shall accrue to hb legal personal representa- 
tives, including all arrears accrued due since the said 
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thirty-first day of December one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-one, subject to such right of apportionment 
(if any) as aforesaid, shall be considered as belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and shall and may be received 
or recovered by them, or by the said bishop or his repre- 
sentatives, on their behalf, and paid over to them with 
as little delay as practicable ; and upon such avoidance 
an account shall forthwith be made and rendered by 
the ssud bishop, or his representatives, as the case may 
be, to the said Commissioners, in such form as they 
shall require, of all monies received or to be accounted 
for as monies received by him or them, since the then 
last half-yearly account, and also of all monies then 
remuning unpaid in respect of the said see, or such 
other ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesaid ; 
and if it shall appear by such account that after allowing 
all such reasonable and customary payments and deduc- 
tions as aforesaid, the net amount received, or to be 
accounted for, has exceeded so much of the current half- 
yearly payment of the said annual income, or sum of 
five thousand five hundred pounds, as would be in pro- 
portion to the number of days which shall have inter- 
vened between the thirtieth day of June, or the thirty- 
first day of December, whichever shall have haj^ned 
next before such avoidance of the ssud see, and in that 
event, then the said bishop or his representatives, as the 
case may be, shall pay over such surplus to the credit of 
the said Commissioners, at the Bank of England ; or if it 
shall appear upon the examination of such account that 
aftier allowing such payments and deductions as afore- 
siud, the net income so received and to be accounted 
for is less in amount than so much of the current half- 
yearly payment of the said annual income of five thou- 
sand 
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sand five Irandred pounds as shall be in proportion to 
such intervening number of days as last mentioned, then 
the said Commissioners shall pay to the sud bishop, or 
his legal personal representatives, such a sum of money 
as shall make up such deficiency. 

** * 5. And the said bishop doth further agree that, 
before granting any lease, or entering into any agree- 
ment for granting a lease, by way of renewal, or in any 
other way disposing of the possession of any property 
belon^ng to the said see, or any such other profits or 
emoluments as aforesaid, for any estate, term, or interest 
whatsoever therein, whether by parole or otherwise, 
and whether for valuable consideration or not, he will 
submit to the sud Conmiissioners, for their approval, a 
statement in writing of his proposal to grant, enter 
into, or make such lease, agreement, or disposition, and 
of all the considerations (if any), whether by way of 
fine, premium, rent, royalty, or other nature, kind, or 
description whatsoever, to be received, taken, reserved, 
or rendered, for the granting or making thereof, toge- 
ther with all other terms of such intended lease, agree- 
ment, or disposition, and an explanation of the principle 
upon which such fine, or other like consideration (i£ 
any) shall have been calculated, and that no such lease 
shall be granted, or agreement entered into, or other 
disposition made, without the consent of the said Com- 
misrioners, in writing under their common seal, and if it 
shall appear that the amount of any fine, or other like 
consideration, shall in any case exceed one half of the 
sidd annual income of five thousand five hundred pounds, 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to direct 
such fine to be paid to them, and the said bishop doth 
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hereby agree that the same shall be so paid aoccord- 
ingly. 

" ' 6. Provided always^ that this agreement, with all 
matters herein contained, is subject to the approval and 
ratification of Her Majesty in Council, and the ssdd 
Commissioners do hereby agree forthwith to prepare 
and lay before Her Majesty in Council a scheme, re- 
commending and proposing that Her Majesty shoiild 
approve and ratify the same accordingly, so that the 
same, when ratified, shall remain in force until Parlia- 
ment shall otherwise direct. 

<^ < In witness whereof, the said Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners for England have hereunto set their common 
seal, and the said Thomas, Bishop of Ely, hath here- 
imto set his hand, the day and year first above 
written.

" Now, therefore, we humbly recommend and propose, 
that the said agreement be approved and ratified by 
Your Majesty in Council, so that the same shall remtun 
in force until Parliament shall otherwise direct. 

'^ And we further recommend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent us from recom- 
mending and proposing any other measures relating to 
the matters aforesaid, or any of them, in conformity with 
the provisions of the said recited Act, or of any other 
Act of Parliament : all which we humbly recommend 
and propose to Your Majesty in Council." 

And whereas the said scheme has been approved by 
Her Majesty in Council ; now, therefore. Her Majesty, 

by 
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by and with the advice of Her said Council, is pleased 
hereby to ratify the said scheme; and to order and 
direct that the same, and every part thereof, shall be 
effectual in law immediately from and after the time 
when this Order shall have been duly published in the 
London Grazette, pursuant to the said Act, and shall 
remain in force until Parliament shall otherwise direct; 
and Her Majesty, by and with the like advice, is pleased 
hereby to direct that this Order be forthwith registered 
by the registrar of the diocese of Ely.

*' Whereas by the first-recited Act it is enacted, that, 
except as therein otherwise specified, all the monies and 
revenues to be paid to us, and all the rents and profits 
of the lands, tithes, and other hereditaments vested and 
to be vested in us by and under the authority of the 
same Act, together with all accumiilations of interest 
produced by and arising therefrom, shall be from time to 
time carried over by us to a common fund, and by pay- 
ments or investments made out of such fund, or if in any 
ease it be deemed more expedient, by means of an actual 
conveyance and assignment of such lands, tithes, or other 
hereditaments, or of a portion thereof, additional pro- 
vision shall be made by the authority in the same Act 
provided (that is to say, by Orders of Your Majesty in 
Council, ratifying schemes prepared by us) for the cure 
of souls in parishes where such assistance is most 

required. 
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required, in such manner as shall, by the like authority, 
be deemed most conducive to the efficiency of the 
Established Church ; provided always, that in making 
any such additional providon out of any tithes, or any 
lands or other hereditaments allotted or assigned in lieu 
of tithes, so vested or to be vested in us, or out of the 
rents and profits thereof, due consideration shall be had 
of the wants and circumstances of the places in which 
such tithes now arise or have arben: 

** Now, therefore, we humbly recommend and pro- 
pose, that out of the said common fund there shall be 
paid by us, in each and every year, to the incumbent 
for the time being of each of the benefices or churches 
described in the schediiles hereunto annexed^ marked 
respectively A, B, and C, the fixed annual sum set 
opposite to the name of such benefice or church in the 
last column of the same schedules respectively, by equal 
half-yearly payments, on the first day of May and the 
first day of November in each year ; provided never- 
theless, that the amount of the first payment on the first 
day of May next in respect of each of the annual sums 
specified in the said schedules shall be calculated from 
such date as, according to the circumstances of each 
case, shall appear to us to be just and reasonable : 

^ And we further recommend and propose, that the 
land and premises particiilarly described in the schedule 
hereunto annexed, marked F, now vested in us for the 
purposes of the said Act, shall, without any conveyance 
or assurance in the law other than this scheme, and any 
duly gazetted Order of Your Majesty in Council ratify- 
ing the same, and upon and from the day of the gazetting 
thereof, bo transferred to and become absolutely vested 
in the Reverend Thomas John Mackee, Vicar of the 

parish 
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parish of Brampton, in the county of Huntingdon, and 
diocese of Ely, and his successors, vicars thereof, for 
ever: 

'^ And we further recommend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the further 
augmentation by us of any of the said benefices or 
churches, if it shall be deemed fit, when there shall be 
sufiSdent means for that purpose ; and that if it shall 
appear to us to be expedient, at any future time, that 
instead of the annual sum then in course of pajrment by 
us to the incumbent of any benefice, or instead of any 
part of such annual sum, any land, tithe, or other here- 
ditament should be conveyed to such benefice in fee^ 
nothing herein or in any other scheme contained shall 
prevent us from recommending and proposing such a 
substitution : 

** And whereas the herein secondly-redted Act, to* 
gether with the Acts therein recited, authorize the 
assigning at any time, and from time to time, to the in- 
cumbent of any church or chapel whose fees, dues, or 
other emoluments shall be diminished by or in conse- 
quence of any proceeding under the provisions of such 
secondly-recited Act, of such an annual sum as shall, 
upon due inquiry, appear to be a just and reasonable 
compensation for such diminution : 

" And whereas by certain duly gazetted Orders of 
Your Majesty in Council for confirming certain schemes 
prepared by us, pursuant to the same Act, certain new 
parishes have been duly constituted, and the perpetual 
curates thereof respectively have become entitled to 
receive certain fees, dues, and otiier emoluments arising 
therein, and we deem it just and reasonable that com- 
pensation should be made to the incumbents or vicars 
VQL. YUl. I4 herein-after 
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herein-after mentioned, whose fees, dues, or other emo- 
luments have been diminished by or in consequence of 
such proceedings, and that the annual sums hereln-«fter 
mentioned should be assigned to such incumbents or 
vicars: 

** We, therefore, further recommend and propose, 
that in respect of the new parishes mentioned in the first 
column of the schedule hereunto annexed, marked 6, 
there shall be ptdd by us, to the several spiritual persons, 
incumbents or vicars, named and described in the second 
column of the same schedule, so long as they shall 
respectively remain such incumbents or vicai:B, and no 
longer, the annual sums mentioned in the third column 
thereof, by way of such compensation as aforesaid, by 
equal half-yearly payments, on the first day of May and 
the first day of November in each year, and that the 
payment to be made in each case on the first day of May 
next, shall be a sum calculated at the annual rate appli- 
cable to such cases from the day on which the fees, dues, 
and other emoluments became so as aforesaid receivable 
by the perpetual curates of such new parishes respec- 
tively : 

** And we further recommend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent us firom recom- 
mending and proposing any other measures relating to 
the matters aforesaid, or any of them, in aooNrdance 
with the provisions of the said Acts, or of any other 
Act of Parliament.

" We, the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, 
in pursuance of an Act, passed in the session of Parlia-

** Whereas the Bight Reverend Henry, Bishop of 
Worcester, hath, with a view to the regulation of his 
episcopal income, according to the provisions of the said 
Act, entered into an agreement with us, in the words 
and figures following ; that is to say : 

** * Agreement made this twenty-seventh day of May 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, 
between the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for 
England, of the one part, and the Bight Reve- 
rend Henry, Bishop of Worcester, of the oiher 
part. 
*^ 'Whereas by an Act, passed in the session of 
Parliament held in the thirteenth and fourteenth years 
of the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled ** An Act 
<' to amend the Acts relating to the Ecclesiastical Com* 
'^ missioners for England," after reciting that Her Ma* 
jesty had issued a Commission to certain persons therein 
named to inquire, amongst other things, whether any 
and what improvement could be made in the existing 
law and practice relating to the incomes of archbishops 
and bishops, so as to secure to them respectively fixed 
instead of fluctuating annual incomes, and that it was 
ext)edient that until the said Conunissioners should have 
made their report and Parliament should have deter* 
mined upon some permanent mode of effecting the object 
last aforesaid, temporary arrangements should be made 
for that purpose, it was enacted that, notwithstanding 
the provisions of the therein first-recited Act, and any 
Order or Orders of Her Majesty in Council founded 
thereon, relating to or providing for the payment to or 
by the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England 
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of fixed annual sums, it should be lawful, by the 
authority and in the manner by and in which the 
arrangements for carrying into effect the recommend- 
ations in the said Act recited might then be made (that 
is to say, by a scheme of the said Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners for England, confirmed and ratified by an Order 
of Her Majesty in Council), so to regulate from time to 
time the amounts, times, modes, and conditions of pay- 
ments to be made to or by the said Commissioners as 
the case might be, by or to any archbishop or bishop 
who should have succeeded to a see upon any avoidance 
thereof happening after the first day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and forty-eight, or any other 
archbishop or bishop who might signify his willingness 
to accept such annual income as therein-after mentioned 
in lieu of his present income, as to secure to every such 
archbishop or bishop the annual income named for the 
archbishop or bishop of his see, in the same or any other 
Act then in force, or in any Order of Her Majesty in 
Council duly made and published, and no more : 

*'^And whereas by an Order of Her Majesty in 
Council, bearing date the twenty-first day of June one 
thousand eight hmidred and thirty*seven, and duly 
published in the London Grazette, it was provided that, 
in order to leave to the Bishop of Worcester for the time 
being the average annual income of five thousand pounds, 
there should be paid to the said Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners for England, by the bishop succeeding to such 
see upon the then next avoidance thereof, and his suc- 
cessors, the fixed annual sum of two thousand three 
hundred pounds, by equal half-yearly payments in every 
year: 

^^ ^ And whereas the said Henry, Bishop of Wor- 
cester, 
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ceeter^ succeeded to the said see upon such next avoid- 
ance> which occurred before the said first day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-eighty and now is 
bishop thereof^ and he hath signified his willingness^ in 
accordance with the provisions of the said herdn-recited 
Act, to accept, as from the first day of January now last 
past, the said annual income or yearly sum of five 
thousand pounds and no more, in lieu of the present and 
future income arising from his stud see, or receivable by 
him under the provisions of the said recited Order in

such other ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as afore- 
said, during the half year ending on the thirty- first day 
of December, or the thirtieth day of June, as the case 
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may be, then last past, and also of g31 monies remaining 
unpaid in respect of the said see, or of any such other 
profits or emoluments as aforesaid, on account of such 
arrears, as aforesaid, or otherwise at the date of such 
account, and in such account to be forthwith delivered 
and in every such future half-yearly account, shall be 
included as money actually received by the said bishop, 
such a sum as shall from time to time be agreed upon 
between him and the said Commissioners, or in case of 
their disagreement then as shall be determined by two 
indifferent persons, one to be chosen by the bishop, and 
the other by the said Conunissioners, or, in case of the 
disagreement of such two persons, then by an umpire to 
be chosen by them, as a fiur and reasonable occupation 
rent to be charged against the said bishop, for such parta 
of the estates of the stud see other than and except the 
palace belonging to the said see at Hartlebury, with the 
grounds and premises thereunto belonging as shall have 
been in the possession or occupation of the said bishop, or 
of any person or persons imder his authority or permission 
(other than and except under any lease, or agreement for 
a lease, to be granted or entered into after the execution 
of these presents, with the consent of the said Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners as herein-after mentioned), during 
the preceding half year, or any part thereof, and accord- 
ing to the term of his, her, or their having been in such 
possession or occupation ; and if it shall appear by any 
such account that after allowing all such reasonable 
and customary payments and deductions as shall be 
allowed by the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners or 
their surveyor, or receiver, the net amouAt actually 
received has exceeded two thousand five hundred pounds, 
being one half of the said amount of the annual income 
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BO fixed for the said see as aforesaid^ the surplus shall at 
the same time be paid by the said bishop, and he doth 
hereby agree to pay such surplus, to the credit of the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for England, at the Bank 
of England, and that upon the account so delivered 
being examined and approved by the treasurers of the 
sidd Ecclesiastical Commissioners for the time being, 
their receipt for the amount of such surplus shall be 
given to the said bishop^ and shall be a good and valid 
discharge for all payments or contributions in respect of 
the said annual sum of two thousand three hundred 
pounds, for which the said bishop is liable imder the 
said Order in Council ; but if it shall appear upon due 
investigation of any such account, that after allowing

demanding, obtaining, or compelling payment of such

" * 3. Provided nevertheless, that with respect to 
all such siuns of money as were accruing in respect 
of the same revenues, profits, or emoluments, on the 
Biud first day of January now last past, and have been 
since, or shall be hereafter, received by the said bishop, 
he, the said bishop, shall be entitled to such apportioned 
})art thereof (if any), as his legal personal representative 
would have been by law entitled to in case he had 
died on that day, and the said see had thereby become 
void. 

" * 4. Provided also, and it is hereby further mu- 
tually agreed between the said bishop and the sidd 
Commissioners, that all monies which shall be due to 
the said bishop on account of his said see, or any such 
other ecclesiastical profits or emoluments as aforesaid, 
at the time of his avoidance of the said see, whether 
by death or otherwise, or which, in case of the avoid- 
ance thereof by death, shall accrue to his legal personal 
representatives, including all arrears accrued due since 
the said thirty-first day of December one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, subject to such right of 
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apportionment (if any) as aforesaid, shall be considered 
as belonging to the said Commissioners, and shall and 
may be received or recovered by them, or by the said

from whence the same shall arise, for any estate, term, 
or interest whatsoever therein, whether by parole or 
otherwise, and whether for valuable consideration or 
not, he will submit to the said Commissioners, for 
their approval, a statement in writing of his proposal 
to grant, enter into, or make such lease, agreement, 
or disposition, and of all the considerations (if any), 
whether by way of fine, premium, rent, royalty, or 
other nature, kind, or description whatsoever, to be 
received, taken, reserved, or rendered for the granting 
or making thereof, together with all other terms of 
such intended lease, agreement, or disposition, and ui 
explanation of the principle upon which such fine, 
or other like consideration (if any) shall have been 
calculated, and that no such lease shall be granted, 
or agreement entered into, or other disposition made, 
without the consent of the said Commissioners, in 
writing imder their common seal, and if it shall appear 
that the amount of any fimie, or other like consideration, 
shall in any case exceed one half of the said annual 
income of five thousand pounds, it shall be lawful for 
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the said Commissioners to direct such fine to be paid 
to them, and the said bishop doth hereby agree that 
the same shall be so paid accordingly. 

" * 6. Provided always, that this agreement^ with 
all matters herein contained, is subject to the i^proval 
and ratification of Her Majesty in Council, and the 
said Commissioners do hereby agree forthwith to pre* 
pare and lay before Her Majesty in Council a scheme, 
recommending and proposing that Her Majesty should 
approve and ^tify the same accordingly, so that the 
same, when ratified, shall remain in force until Par- 
liament shall otherwise direct. 

" * In witness whereof, the said Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners for England have hereunto set their common 
seal, and the said Henry, Bishop of Worcester, hath 
hereunto set his hand, the day and year first above 
written.

" Now, therefore, we humbly recommend and pro- 
pose, that the said agreement be approved and ratified 
by Your Majesty in Council, so that the same shall 
remain in force until Parliament shall otherwise direct. 
" And we further recommend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent us from re- 
commending and proposing any other measures relating 
to the matters aforesaid, or any of them, in conformity 
with the provisions of the said recited Act, or of any 
other Act of Parliament." 

And whereas the s^d scheme has been approved by 
Her Majesty in Council ; now, therefore, Her Majesty, 
by and with the advice of Her said Council, is pleased 
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hereby to ratify the said scheme^ and to order and 
direct that the same, and every part thereof, shall be 
effectual in law immediately from and after the time 
when this Order shall have been duly published in 
the London Gtizette, pursuant to the said Act, and 
shall remidn in force until Parliament shall otherwise 
direct; and Her Majesty, by and with the like advice, 
is pleased hereby to direct that this Order be forthwith 
restored by the registrar of the diocese of Worcester.

'* And whereas all the lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, and endowments formerly belonging to the 
said sub-deanery of York (excepting any right of 
ecclesiastical patronage) became vested in us by virtue 

of 
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of an Order of Your Majesty in Council dated the 
fifth day of April one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-two, and duly published in the London Grazette 
on the sixteenth day of the same months subject to 
any legally subsisting lease or leases thereof: 

** And whereas application has been made to us for 
the purchase of all our estate and interest in certun 
portions of the said lands» tenements, and heredita- 
ments ; and after due consideration, it appears to us 
to be expedient that we should be empowered to 
dispose of our interest therein, or in any part or parts 
thereof, in such manner as shall appear to us to be 
advisable : 

" We, therefore, humbly recommend and propose, 
that we may be authorized and empowered, by instru- 
ment or instruments in writing, duly executed according 
to law, from time to time to sell, and duly to convey, 
according to the provisions of the said Act, aU or any 
of the said lands, tenements, hereditaments, or endow* 
ments heretofore belonging to the said sub-deanery, 
and so vested in us as aforesaid, with their appur- 
tenances, and all our estate, right, title, and interest 
therein, or in any part or parts thereof, unto and to 
the use of any person or persons desirous or willing to 
purchase the same, and his or their heirs, executors, 
administrators, or assigns, or otherwise as he or they 
shall direct or appoint, and for such consideration as 
shall, upon due calculation and inquiry, appear to us 
to be just and reasonable. 

'< And we further reconunend and propose, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent us from re- 
commending and proposing any other measures relating 
to the matters aforesaid, or any of them, in accordance 

with 
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with the provisions of the sud Act^ or of any other 
Act of Parliament.'* 

And whereas the said scheme has been approved by 
Her Majesty in Council ; now, therefore, Her Majesty, 
by and with the advice of Her said Council, is pleased 
hereby to ratify the said scheme, and to order and 
direct that the same, and every part thereof, shall be 
effectual in law immediately from and after the time 
when this^ Order shall have been duly published in the 
London Grazette, pursuant to the said Act ; and Her 
Majesty, by and with the like advice, is pleased hereby 
to direct that this Order be forthwith registered by the 
registrar of the diocese of York.

of any chapter with the consent of the visitor thereof, 
be directed to be sold, and the same shall be sold 
accordingly, and that the produce of such sale should 
be applied to such purpose, and in such manner, as 
should appear most conducive to the permanent benefit 
of such body corporate ; and also, that for any like pur- 
pose any arrangement might be made, with the consent

'' Now, therefore, with the consent of the Dean and 
Chapter of the cathedral church of Carlisle, and of the 
Honourable and Right Reverend Hugh, Bishop of Car-> 
lisle, as visitor of the Ffud Dean and Chapter, testified 
by their having hereunto affixed their respective cor- 
porate seals, we humbly recommend and propose, that 
in consideration of the money payments herein-after 
mentioned to be paid by us to or on account of Ihe said 
Dean and Chapter, all the manors, lands, tithes, tene- 
ments, and hereditaments which now belong, either in 
possession or reversion, to the said Dean and Chapter
